FLORENCE, Italy, Oct. 15 
(AP)—Art-loving Florentines are 
protesting against Italy's agree- 
ment to lend 40 famous paint- 
ings to American museums for 


four months. 

The paintings are to, be taken 
to the United States this month 
on an American military sea 
transport and exhibited at the 
National Museum in Washington 
and the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art in New York 

La Nazione, a leading Filor- 
ence paper, published an article 
by Prof. Roberto Papini saying 
that the paintings belong to the 
Italian public and not “to offi- 
cials who neither know nor love 
them.” 

The Association of Artists 
says that unless the government 
backs down, it will go to court. 
The artists claim that the wills 
of the Medici family, who left 
some of the paintings, specific- 
ally forbid their ever being 
taken abroad. 

Even Bernard Berenson, 91- 
year-old expatriate American 
authority on art, has come out 
publicly against transporting 
the paintings by sea, since the 
sea air might harm them.

Charges Iraqi Premier With Pilot 
te Occupy Jordan. 


CAIRO, Oct. 15 (AP)—Salah 
Salem, President Nasser’s for- 
mer propaganda minister, 
charged Iraqi Premier Nuri Said 
today with engineering a plot to 
occupy Jordan. 

Salem runs the newspaper Al 
Shaab. 

The publication of his views 
on. reports Iraqi troops will 
move into the neighboring Arab 
kingdom was the latest reflec- 
tion in the Egyptian press of 
fears a move is afoot to isolate 
Nasser and divert attention from 
the Suez canal. Egypt considers 
the Suez crisis “the qiestion of 
the hour ir the Arab world.” 

To some here it looked as if a 
struggie is being waged between 
Iraq and Egypt for leadership 
in Arab affairs. 

Relations already are strained 
between the two countries be- 
cause Iraq is the only Arab na- 
tion to join the Western-spon- 
sored Baghdad pact. 

Egypt likely will look on any 
movement of Iraqi troops into 
Jordan as a further penetration 
of Baghdad pact influence into 
the Arab sphere. 

Salem wrote that the ques- 
tion of sending Iraqi troops into 
Jordan was “a most serious con- 
spiracy by Western imperialism 
to undermine Arab unity at this 
particular time, when Arab na- 
tions have closed their ranks to 
recover thei. rights which nave 
long been usurped by imperial- 
ist forces of the West.” 

He attacked the Iraqi premier 
as “head agent of British, im- 
perialism in the whole Arab 
world.” 

Salem traced all diplomatic 
moves through Egyptian eyes on 
the question of Iraqi military 
assistance for Jordan since the 
two young monarchs and cousins 
—King Faisal of Iraq and King 
Hussein of Jordan—first dis- 
cussed last month the problem 
of bolstering Jordan’s defenses.

Oct. 15 — Britain asked the 
United States yesterday to join 
in getting the Suez Canal Users 
Association into operation this 

week without waiting for the 
completion of organization de- 
tails. 

Once this is done, the ships 
belonging to the 15 members of 
the association, including Brit- 
ain, France and the United 
States, will pay tolls to the as- 
sociation, not to the Egyptian 
Canal Authority. 

Egypt would get nothing from 
the association unless and until 
Egypt had agreed to “‘co-opera- 
tion” with it, British circles 
said. They emphasized that, 
whether or not Egypt had given 
this agreement, Britain would 
use force to assure the passage 
of the canal if Egypt stopped a 
British ship after the associa- 
tion began operating. 


Lloyd and Dulles Talk. 

Selwyn Lloyd, British Foreign 
Secretary, requested United 
States co-operation in these 
moves in an hour-long talk with 
Secretary of State Dulles. Dulles 
promised to send his answer 
through diplomatic channels. 

The two had just returned 
from the night session of the 
Security Council at which the 
Soviet Union vetoed the oper- 
ative part of a British-French 
resolution indorsing interna- 
tional operation of the canal. 

It was not revealed whether 
Lloyd has told Dulles that Brit-

During the postwar period 
the lion’s share of the ship 
orders has gone to foreign 
yards, mainly because of the 
big spread between the cost of 
building vessels abroad and 
here.

T have read with great interest 
your editorial entitled “Saving Lives 
—and Money” in which you dis- 
cussed favorably the recent report of 
the National Probation and Parole 
Association. 

I share completely your views re- 
garding this report. 

There is another aspect to this 
problem of the rehabilitation of of- 
fenders. I refer to the existing 
method of the jury sentencing a con- 
vieted offender to the state peniten- 
tiary for a definite term of years. 

This costly method is archaic and 
does not take into consideration that 
itis the function of a prison not only 
to incarcerate but to rehabilitate. 

In recent speeches I have urged 
the adoption of an indeterminate 
sentence system in Missouri... Under 
such a system, the sentencing of an 
offender is taken away from the 
hodge-podge guesswork of an un- 
trained panel of jurors and placed in 
the hands of psychiatrists, psycholo- 
gists and other experts who can 
best determine when an offender is 
fit for return to society. 

If a prisoner is psychologically, 
emotionally and morally ready for 
parole after one year in the peni- 
tentiary, there is no reason to keep 
him there 10 years merely because 
some jury thought “10 years is 
about the right punishment.” 

There are additional reasons 
which argue for the adoption of the 
indeterminate sentence. However, 
since your editorial in the main was 
concerned with the reclamation of 
the offender, I have limited myself 
to that one aspect. 

We have made progress in the 
field of probation. Let us do like- 
wise in the field of parole.

No Fee-Splitting Here 

We congratufate the St. Louis Blue Shield 
plan for its opposition to fee-splitting among 
surgeons and doctors. After Dr. Paul R. Hawley 
had charged that provisions of some Blue Shield 
plans encourage this practice, Dr, Carl F. Vohs, 
president of the St. Louis plan, which is oper- 
ated by the Missouri State Medical Association, 
wired Dr, Hawley that his group is “in full ac- 
cord with your statement opposing any practices 
by prepaid medical surgical protection plans that 
encourage fee-splitting.” 

In the St. Louls plan, doctors are required 
to certify that they personally have performed 
services for which Blue Shield pays them, and 
Blue Shield pays only the surgeon who actually 
performs an operation. No fees are provided for 
surgery assistants, According to Dr. HaWley, 
some insurance plans permit the referring 
physician to act as “assistant” and receive part 
of the surgery fee. 

The Missouri State Medical Association has 
long opposed fee splitting. In the bill which it 
sponsored at the last legislature for a single sys- 
tem of medical licensure it urged that this prac- 
tice be made legal grounds for revocation of 
license, Certainly its stand and Dr. Hawley’s is 
the only sound one for a prepaid surgical insur- 
ance plan. 


To the Pacific Coast 

Up to now the 1956 election campaign has 
been relatively easy on President Eisenhower. 
He has had only one overnight trip out of Wash- 
‘ington and that was when he went to the plowing 
contests in Iowa and stayed overnight with rela- 
tives of Mrs. Eisenhower at Boone. All his oth- 
er trips—to Peoria, Lexington and Pittsburgh— 
have taken him away from the White House for 
only a few hours and each time he was back in 
home surroundings for the night. 

Now Mr. Eisenhower embarks on something 
quite different. He leaves Tuesday for an ab- 
sence of at least five days. He goes first to 
Minnesota where he will attempt to hold his 
1952 majority im a leading farm state that is 
reported to be virtually even in the 1956 contest. 
Then he will fly on West to Washington and Ore- 
gon to campaign personally for two White House 
selected senatorial nominees who are in a pair 
of the hottest fights in the country. These are, 
respectively, Gov. Langlie and former Interior 
Secretary MeKay who are in uphill striggies 
to unseat Senators Magnuson and Morse. 

His time in Washington and Oregon will, show 
the President that 1996 campaigning is not a 
breeze for everyone—that, with the troops at 
the political front in some sectors at least the 
battle is a furious one. Then he will go on to 
California for a rally at the Hollywood Bowl. 
From the Pacific Coast the President heads back 
to Washington by way of Colorado where he will 
spread out his coat-tails for his friend, former 
Gov, Thornton, who seeks the Republican Senate 
seat of retiring Eugene Millikin. 

The country will hope that a five-day schedule 
so intensive and demanding as this one will not 
adversely affect the President's health. Inevit- 
ably there is a risk in putting him through such 


oncentrated campaigning. It ey ae

This 
Mr. Mikan finds easy to do since he is 6 feet, 8 
inches tall and is known as “Mr. Basketball.” 
The Republicans decided that if a star athlete 
could not unseat Congressman Roy W. Wier in 
a sports-conscious area, nobody could. 

This strategy may be as catching as a double 
play. Congressman Charles C. Diggs, Democrat 
of Detroit, is one of three Negro House mem- 
bers. Against him the G.O.P. has trotted out on 
the field Willis F. Ward, whose first qualification 
was that he had been a one-man track team 
and football player for the University of 
Michigan. * 

Leaving athletics aside, in New York's Twen- 
ty-eighth district the Democrats have drawn on 
William H. Mauldin, who as Bill Mauldin drew 
those famous sardonic GIs of World War II, 
Willie and Joe. They are all running against Re- 
publican Congresswoman Katharine St. George. 

Then in southern California, the Republican 
congressional candidate in the Twenty-ninth dis- 
trict is flying 1000 miles a week to see voters. 
This is not surprising because the candidate is 
Jacqueline Cochran, millionaire aviatrix. 

Miss Cochran, or Mrs. Floyd B. Odlum, as 
she prefers to be known in the campaign, has 
still not flown as far as her Democratic opponent 
promises to fly if he wins. He is Dalip S. Saund,

mathematics. Dr. Saund tells voters that, if 
elected, he will fly to India to say, “Here you 
see a living example of democracy at work.” 
So there are various ways of campaigning. 
You can hit the basket, run scared, draw on 
votes or fly either high or far. And why not? 
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Judging by the comments of G.O.P. Chairman 
Hall, the vote in Alaska is significant when it 
goes Republican and of no consequence whatever 
when it goes Democratic. 
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Is It a Broiler or Air-Cooled ? 


You never can tell just what the bus rider is 
going to say when the subject of bus riding 
comes up. One day he brags that he does not 
have to worry over maneuvering an automobile 
through the traffic hurly-burly nor does he 
have to cope with the parking problem. He just 
sits and rides and reads or looks out and smiles 
at the harassed motorists jockeying alongside. 

Another day he moans that he suffered a fate 
worse than that of a canned sardine or complains 
that long waits on a corner under a hot sun are 
aging him prematurely.

Editor is shocked by advertisement charging newsprint shortage 
to protection of trees in national forest; asks if nation needs 
more paper for comic books; conservation is ethics, technology 
merely a means to progress—but to where do we progress? 


Ernest F. Swift, Executive Director, National Wildlife Federation, 
in the Conservation News 


Rayonier, Inc., recently ran an ad- 
vertisement in Editor Publisher on 
“Why There Is a Shortage of News- 
print.” The victim of their sound and 
fury is the Olympic National Park. 

They ask the question as to whether 
there are sufficient forest resources in 
the U.S.A. to support additional wood 
cellulose mills to satisfy a now critical 
newsprint shortage, and then answer 
their own question. They say, “Yes” 
—provided state and federal govern- 
ments inaugurate , 
forestry manage- , 
ment programs par- 
alleling those of 
private industry. 

They further 
state that it will re- 
quire the unlocking 
of millions of acres 
of public - owned 
timber stands, the 
nation’s 
primeval wilderness tracts. They fur- 
ther claim that few if any will be 
served by a wilderness policy: not the 
trees, not the wildlife within the for- 
ests; not the nature lover, 

They paint a dark picture of waste 
in the Olympic National Park—*“built to 
a tremendous, unwieldy and wasteful 
proportion by advocates of an ill-con- 
ceived conservation.” 


Milestone in Our Civilization? 


Casually giving examination to all 
the cheap, sexy and obscene literature 
thrust upon a naive and thoughtless 
public via the newstands, it would ap- 
pear that the nation is not short of 
newsprint. If there is a shortage of 
newsprint, then why does industry per- 
mit its use for such s? Indus- 
try cannot shed or absolve itself of its 
part and civic snp emgeen tal as to how 
its products shall used. 

Technological achievements that con- 
serve materials in production are but 
a means and a vebicle and do not nes- 
essarily justify the use made of them. 

In fact, leaving a few woodlands in 
their native state, and the Olympic Na- 
tional Park is one, is for the purpose 
of moral uplift and not moral ie. 
tion, Has it come to pass that ut- 
ing our streams to produce paper to 
pollute the human mind is a milestone 
in American civilization? And to justify 
the cutting of the forests the producers 
of paper products must justify the use 
of their products as it affects our cul- 
ture. 

In many states the agricultural ex- 
perts condemn what they term a waste 
of water for such nonconsumptive uses 
as fishing and recreation, claiming a 
higher use in irrigation. Nor are they 
adverse to bleeding the subterranean 
waters for crop irrigation to a point of 
ble community ca- 
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just around the corner, and the taconite 
is now being ’ 

New discoveries of iron and copper 
are being developed in Canada, but 
Canada does not belong to the United 
States, and the same siren song of the 
lode never running out is being heard, 
but with rapidly increasing populations 
and their gourmand taste for luxuries, 
what will the story be in another 100 
or 200 years? Both capital and labor 
proclaim the Midas touch with the pro- 
duction of more goods and yet more 
goods. How many Mesabis are their 
left in the world? 

Regardless of the fantastic discoveries 
in oil, are the uses to which we put this 
oil—the useless travel and luxury items 
which burn gas—are they justified? Is 
it justified to raid a national wildlife 
refuge for oil to run the modern lawn 
mower? 


Progress: Magic Word 


The term progress has been given 
some very tortured and fantastic inter- 
pretations. Too little thought is being 
given as to just what we are progress- 
ing toward. 

Forty years ago in the Great Lakes 
States, when sawmills and sawdust 
towns were being abandoned, when mil- 
lions of acres of land went tax-delin- 
quent, and when the lumber barons 
were made to stand trial for the destruc- 
tion of our forests—and the Lord knows 
that they were far from lily white—the 
free running fires from the smoke- 
filled clearings of thousands of settlers 
were the signal of manifest destiny of 
the cut-over country. Fire was progress. 
Today it is the blood cancer of the for- 
est industries, and bad for agriculture. 
Burned out land produces nothing. 

Progress ld not be used as a 
magic term to Bapture the imagination 
of thoughtless and guileless people. 
There is need of honest interpretation 
and integrity in its use. 

As for those who might scorn an eth- 
ical evaluation of the use of resources, 
atomic power proves a terrifying case 
in point. Science discovered . it—but 
what responsibility does science accept 
for its use—and just how will it be 
used? As a tool of human improvement, 
or a means to release the Four Horse- 
men of the Apocalypse? 

The ecological conscience referred to 
by Leopold not only implies! good hus- 
bandry of resources, but carries with it 
the responsibility of putting them to a 
necessary and justified use. Unless all 
people advance to a point of ethical be- 
havior regarding resources, having now 
discovered so many deadly forms of self- 
destruction, our civilization may well 
join the dead bones of those ancient 
cultures who believed resources were 
property and had no ethical value.

FIVE A.M., by Jean Dutourd. (Simeon and Schuster,

In “Five A.M.” Mr. Dutourd set out 
to characterize the mediocre personal- 
ity of a humble bank clerk who is 
caught in a rut and knows it. It is an 
enlarged portrait of an obscure face 
in the crowd that remains obscure ever 
after enlarging and it hardly see 
worth the effort. Because it lacks the 
superb irony and diseerning humorous 
insights which graced his earlier, more 
substantial novels, Mr. Dutourd’s tal- 
ent can’t be judged fairly by this one.

Mr. Muzzy realized that he 
did not have time to set up the 
clubs. To accomplish that he 
would have to lose the lead 
twice—and the first time he 
lost it, the enemy would surely 
knock out his last spade 
stopper. 

But he could make his con- 
tract without any club winners 
at all, if he could bring in four 
hearts. With that objective in 
mind he led the deuce of hearts 
to dummy’s ace, returned the 
ten and let it ride. Mr. Cham- 
pion won with the queen and 
after that there was no chance 
of taking more than eight 
tricks. 

The setup of the heart suit in 


today’s deal represents a special 
situation, where the correct play 
is often missed. A finesse can 
be taken either way against the 
queen and therefore it appears 
to be a 50-50 proposition, de- 
pendng on which defender 
holds the missing honor. This is 
the trap that the declarer must 
avoid. 

Mr. Muzzy’s play of the suit 
would win only in the case 
where Mr. Abel held the single- 
ton queen of hearts. Suppose 
Mr. Abel had the queen with 
one or two other hearts. 

Now if you play to the ace, 
as Mr. Muzzy did, and return 
the ten, the queen will cover 
and the king will win. Thus you 
would be forced to play two of 
your honors on one trick and 
Mr. Champion would then have 
a sure stopper. 

If Mr. Abel held the queen 
and more than two other hearts 
he would simply let the 10 win 
the second round and, since 
dummy would have no more 
hearts to lead through, the 
guarded queen would stop the 
suit. Starting out by leading the 
deuce of hearts and finessing 
dummy’s 10 would assure four 
tricks in the suit whenever Mr. 
Champion held the queen and 
not more than two other hearts. 

Thus the odds favor a first 
round finesse of the 10 by three 
to one on mathematics alone.

eal-Life Tragedy on Russian Stage 


Despite Mental Deep Freeze of Performers, There's a Lot of Entertainment for Theater-Goers 
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guag 
hunch that it would sell out for 
five years in a small New York 
theater. 

As for Soviet drama, the act- 
ing is almost invariably good; 
the direction, for the most part, 
reminiscent of “The Outlaw’s 
Christmas.” The theater in Rus- 
sia doesn’t go in for long runs; 
it is virtually all fepertory, and 
during the season as many as 
150 different plays are pre- 
sented weekly in Moscow. A 
third of the productions are the 
politically safe classics. The rest 
are variations on the theme of 
Boy Meets Tractor, Girl Meets 
Tractor, Work Norm Doubled! 

In Leningrad I caught a per- 
formance of Verdi's “Don Carlo” 
at the Molotov theater. The 
voices were not up to those at 
the Met. I also saw “The Seven 
Beauties” danced by the Lenin- 
grad Ballet, an outfit which cer- 
tain critics rate ahead of the 
Bolshoi. This group darn near 
repealed the law of gravity, and 
the scenery was scrumptious, if 
you care for elaborate scenery. 
The audience hung on to every 
minute, and I found their hun- 
ger for something beautiful, to 
offset the drabness of their 
lives, more than a mite touch- 


g. 

The only operetta I got to 
see was “Countess Maritza.” It 
bored me 30 years ago in New 
York, and bored me even more 
three decades later. It survives 
because of one schmalz-herring 
melody, “Play, Gypsies—Dance 
Gypsies,” but the rest is so 
much tedium. 

Incidentally, the Soviets 
stopped putting on anti-Amer- 
ican plays about ‘a year ago. 
One of their top theater men, 
after a vodka too many, confid- 
ed that this Hate-the-United 
States campaign had been writ- 
ten off by the Ministry of Cul- 
ture as an expensive failure. 
The reason: the shows were box 
office flops. 

Earlier in this article, I list- 
ed what I considered the four 
top shows in Russia. Actually, 
there are four other produc- 
tions which, for pure showman- 
ship, are even more impressive: 
(1) the new subway, (2) the 
GUM department store, (3) the 
mausoleum starring Lenin and 
Stalin, and (4) the Agricultural 
Exposition. 

Every station on the Moscow 
and Leningrad subways is part 


ing the necessary dramatic con- 
trast were the passengers in the 
air-conditioned trains — Weary 
Willies in clothes we wouldn't 
put on to clean the cellar.

On my last, day in Europe, I 
huddled with the Czech offi- 
cials in charge of culture.
